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Gore denuncia violencia

Chicago, (AP) - El vice- 
presidente Al Gore, en su intento 
por ganarse el voto femenino, 
denunció el lunes la violencia en 
las películas y los juegos de video. 

Gore vino a Chicago con un 
doble propósito: combatir las 
películas y juegos de videos vio- 
lentos y participar en el programa 
de entrevistas de Oprah Winfrey, 
muy popular entre las mujeres. 

En coincidencia con un in- 
forme de la Comisión Federal de 
Comercio sobre la violencia en la 
industria del entretenimiento, 
Gore lanzó una iniciativa para 
concretar lo que calificó de “cese 
de fuego” voluntario en la co- 
mercialización de videos, juegos 
y música inadecuada a los niños. 

Gore y su compañero de 
fórmula, el senador Joseph 
Lieberman, dijeron en una 
declaración que, de lograr la Casa 
Blanca, darían a la industria del 
entretenimiento seis meses para 
enmendarse, a riesgo de sufrir 
“medidas más severas” que las 
vigentes. 

“Si la industria promete no 
comercializar material inadecua- 


do a los niños pero lo hace de 
todas maneras, podría ser cul- 
pable de publicidad falsa”, dijo la 
declaración.

Bitter victory for Wen Ho Lee 


Editor's note: In an extraor- 
dinary turnaround, the U.S. gov- 
ernment has basically dropped its 
attempt to prosecute Dr. Wen Ho 
Lee for any of the loudly-trum- 


_peted charges it brought against 
| him. Credit for the victory must

they realize the victory is far from 
complete.

Berkeley, CA -- Without 
question, Dr. Wen Ho Lee, his 


| family, supporters, and legal de- 


fense team have scored a resound- 
ing victory. It could have been a 
sweet victory. Instead, it has a bit- 
ter taste. It is bitter and will re- 
main bitter because he was need- 
lessly and arbitrarily fired by the 
University of California from his 
job at the Los Alamos National 
Laboratory in March 1999, one 
day after the New York Times, 
without credible evidence, iden- 
tified him as the prime suspect in 
the theft of the nation's nuclear 
secrets for China. 

For no apparent reason, other 
than his race, Wen Ho Lee, his 


were subjected to nine months of 
Gestapo-type investigation, ha- 
rassment, and intimidation. He 
cooperated fully with an army of 
FBI agents and counter-intelli- 
gence officers -- to his own detri- 
ment -- without the presence of 
his attorneys. 

Failing to uncover any shred 
of evidence that he had commit- 
ted the alleged crimes, the U.S. 
government resorted to fabrica- 
tion and shamelessly turned infor- 
mation he had volunteered into 
incriminating evidence. 

He was indicted on 59 counts 
of "mishandling classified data." 
By reclassifying the data he 
downloaded retroactively to the 
grossly exaggerated status of 
“crown jewels" of America's 
nuclear arsenals, and using gov- 
ernment witnesses to offer mis- 
leading if not perjured testimony, 
the government succeeded not 
only in denying him bail, but in 
justifying nine months of solitary 
confinement, treatment far worse 
than that accorded convicted mass 
murderers. 

As government prosecutors 
realized they had no case against 
Dr. Lee, they decided -- under 
pressure from presiding Judge 
Parker -- to take a face-saving way 
out. They allowed Dr. Lee to plead 
guilty to one count of knowingly 
violating security rules. 

From the first, I saw this as a 


purely pglitical case, one that had - 


nothing to do with espionage and 
everything to do with partisan 
politics and disputes over U.S.- 
China relations. I further believed 
Dr. Lee was singled out as a 
scapegoat for all the security and 


mismanagement issues associated 
with the national labs. 

Above all, I believed he was 
picked on account of his race and 
the knowledge that Chinese 
Americans could never mount 
credible resistance against the full 
power of the U.S. government. 
(There is a good reason for the 
expression, "Not a Chinaman's 
Chance!" in the American lan- 
guage). 

Many of Dr. Lee's supporters 
may be disappointed, and even 
angry with his decision to accept 
this deal because they do not think 
he is guilty of any of the allega- 
tions that cost him his job and 
brought nine months of pain and 
suffering. 

Nonetheless, I believe we 
must respect and support Dr. Lee's 
decision and declare victory for 
him and fór us. For the simple rea- 
son that Dr. Lee readily conceded 
that he, like hundreds, if not thou- 
sands of lab employees, routinely 
downloaded classified data. At no 
time did he hide this fact. Indeed, 


he voluntarily told the FBI before | 


he was dismissed from his job -- 
which abused his trust by turning 


it into self-incriminating evi- | 


dence. 
It may be unfair to single him 
out, on account of his race, for 


doing what he, his colleagues and |

I don't know whether Dr. Lee 
will be allowed to return to his job 
or whether he will be able to sue 
the government for the pain and 
suffering he and his family en- 
dured for nearly two years.

Column of the Americas DE 
Ancient highway sows seed of renewal

This road to "El Norte" or the 
"Gran Chichimeca" is an ancient 
one. But in reality, this highway 
was never a conduit to the north. 
Since the dawn of time, it has been 


‘part of an elaborate system of 


roads for travelers heading in both 
directions, north and south. To this 


‘day, Acoma potters in New 


Mexico etch parrots on their pot- 
tery, symbolically recalling their 
ancient trade with Aztec and 
Mayan traders, or "pochtecas." 

We've often traveled this an- 
cient highway without the use of 
acell phone, to the amazement of 
some of our friends. One part of 
the route, Interstate 25, is de- 
scribed as desolate. It's also 
known as "La Jornada del 
Muerto" or journey of death -- 
reputedly named because of all 
the travelers in European-led ex- 
peditions who never quite made 
it to their destination. 

We don't quite see it that way. 
Our memory is more ancient. On 
this highway, we see life every- 
where, flowering cholla cactus, 
yucca, jack rabbit, deer and cqy- 
ote. We see the exchange of cul- 
ture flowing in both directions. 
The recently released book "El 
Indio Jesus" (University of Okla- 
homa Press) describes the Inter- 
state highway as being "less than 
50 years old, and before that it was 
the Camino Real -- the Royal 
Road of the Spanish crown -- for 


| 400 years, and before that it was 


the road to Chaco Canyon and 
freedom for centuries beyond 


them." 

There, we also see reminders 
of cultural road blocks. Some call 
them U.S. Border Patrel check- 
points -- always on the lookout for 
those with ancient spirits (the tell- 


tale sign is usually red-brown, 


skin). If you try hard enough, you 
can get used to those stops and the 
intrusive questions. Trouble is, the 
agents north of the border often 
turn suspicion (indigenous fea- 
tures) into interrogations. 

Those same questions aré 
asked every day of tens of thop- 
sands of peeple on all roads lead- 
ing north -- and increasingly, on 
roads going west to east, nowhere 
near the international boundary = 
- despite laws that are supposed 
to restrict agents to within 100 
miles of the border. Perhaps 
agents stray because "la migra" no 
longer patrols borders, and instead 
they act as a safeguard against the 
red-brown hordes, regardless of 
their origin or destination. 

Perhaps that's also why these 
same roadblocks are culturally 
breached daily and why there will 
never be enough border patrol 
agents or language or thought po- 
lice to stem the tide. Something 
ancient is returning. 

This is the cultural and geo- 
graphic setting for the fictional 
"El Indio Jesus" by Gilberto 
Chavez Ballejos (Chicano) and 
Shirley Hill Witt (Akwesasne 
Mohawk). Read between the lines 
and it's actually a thousand- year- 
old epic story. Decipher graffiti - 
- the "public newspaper" of the 
barrio -- and there you will also 
learn about the inalienable right 
to survive, a right not readily un- 
derstood by those who live in 
gated communities, pampered by 
the comforts of modern conve- 
niences. a

San Jose -- Silicon Valley,

Republican Tom Campbell, is 
running for the Senate against 
Sen. Dianne Feinstein. 

Cunneen and Honda have 
similar positions on key national 
and local issues. Both support 
raising the cap on "H-1B visas," 
the special visas for temporary 
immigrants with high-tech train- 
ing. Despite strenuous efforts to 
find differences in their voting 
records as members of the State 
Assembly, both are pro-choice 
and for gun control. 

Both favor normalizing trade 
relations with China. They oppose 
school vouchers, racial profiling 
and taxing the Internet. So what's 
to choose? 

Their first public face-off 


September 6th in Santa Clara 
failed to reveal any gulfs in sub- 
stance, though Cunneen showed 
a clear edge in debating skills. The 
hour-long joust included a grill- 
ing by a panel of journalists from 
ethnic media. (The event was 
sponsored by the ethnic news con- 
sortium New California Media 
and the Chinese American Voters 
Education Committee.) Some 
subtle demarcations did appear. 

Honda says he would not 
have voted for the Colombia aid 
package, having witnessed the ef- 
fects of U.S. involvement in El 
Salvador in the 1980s. Cunneen 
stresses drug treatment and pre- 
vention in the United States over 
drug interdiction abroad, but says 
he would not second-guess Con- 
gress "which might have privi- 
leged information that we don't 
have." 

Cunneen, a proud Eagle 
Scout and "a moderate on gay 
rights overall," believes that as a 
private organization the Boys 
Scouts "are free to do what they 
want as long they don't take fed- 
eral funds." Honda thinks "it is 
wrong even for a private organi- 
zation to exclude homosexuals if 
they are involved in educating 
young people." 

With little to distinguish them 
ideologically, Honda and 
Cunneen trade on their life expe- 
riences. Cunneen emphasizes his 
experience in the Assembly and 
in the high tech industry, Honda 
also highlights his Assembly 
record, but dwells on his personal 


experience as a Japanese Ameri- | 


can internee in World War II, a 
Peace Corps volunteer and pub- 
lic school teacher. 

Cunneen, 39, a former high- 
tech executive, offers himself as 


a flexible independent who can 


differ with his party's positions on 
social issues.

Route 17 Santa Clara County area 
improvements to begin in October 


San Jose, CA. - Following 
the Santa Clara Valley Transpor- 
tation Authority (VTA) Board of 
Directors approval on August 3, 
2000, the Santa Clara County 
Board of Supervisors have on 
August 29th approved a package 
of proposed projects as part of the 
1996 Measures A+B Route 17 
Improvements. VTA developed 
the Route 17 Improvements list 
of projects after extensive out- 
reach to corridor stakeholders in- 
cluding the Cities of San Jose and 
Campbell, the Town of Los Gatos, 
the County of Santa Clara, and 
Caltrans. 

The list of projects includes 
work on San Tomas Expressway 
near Route 17 in Campbell. The 
San Tomas Expressway project, 
scheduled to begin this October, 
is the first 1996 Measures A+B 
highway project to go to construc- 
tion. Construction crews will ex- 
tend the existing "auxiliary," or 
exit lane, on southbound San 


| Tomas to southbound Route 17 by 
' realigning a turnaround island on 


Sunnyoaks Avenue. Work will 
improve traffic flow on south- 
bound San Tomas Expressway by 
enabling traffic headed for south- 
bound Route 17 to enter the aux- 
iliary lane earlier. Actual con- 
struction is expected to be com- 
plete in approximately two 
months, weather permitting. 


"Although San Tomas is a 
small project, the fact that it is the 
first 1996 Measures A+B high- 
way project in construction marks 
a significant milestone in the jour- 
ney toward congestion relief on 
our highways," says Santa Clara 
County Supervisor Jim Beall, a 
strong project supporter who also 
currently serves as Chairman of 
the Metropolitan Transportation 
Commission. 

In addition to the San Tomas 
work, the approved package of 
projects includes: — ' ' 

A. Braided Ramps: south- 
bound Route 17 to Lark Avenue 
and southbound Route 85 to 
southbound Route 17 

B. Reconfigure White Oaks

C. Modify San Tomas Ex- 
pressway between Winchester 
Boulevard & White Oaks 

D. Auxiliary lane on north- 
bound Route 17 between Route 
85 and Camden Avenue 

E. Auxiliary lane on north- 
bound Route 17 between Camden 
Avenue and Hamilton Avenue. 

F. Add one lane in each di- 
rection in the median of Route 17 
from Route 9 to Route 85 

G. Improve the merge of I- 
280 with southbound Route 17 

H. Improve Hamilton Avenue 
off-ramp with added paving and 


overhead signage 

I. Add a northbound Route 17 
to northbound Route 85 direct 
connector 

The approved projects total 
$42.8 million. "We're pleased that 
the first highway project ap- 
proved by the voters in 1996 is 
underway. The neighboring com- 
munities, and everyone traveling 
on San Tomas near Route 17, will 
soon benefit from the access and 
safety improvements," notes 
Board of Directors Chairperson 
and Santa Clara County Supervi- 
sor Blanca Alvarado. Construc- 
tion on most of the other 1996 
Measures A+B highway projects 
is expected to begin late next year, 
once the environmental process 
and design are completed.

Rio de Janeiro, (EFE).- 
Computer manufacturers are cut- 
ting profit margins to attract buy- 
ers in Brazil, Latin America's 
largest Internet market, an inde- 
pendent study published locally 
Monday said. 

Computer prices in Brazil fell 
by 45 percent in the last five 
years, a study by the U.S. Inter- 
national Data Corporation (IDC) 
reported in the Gazeta Mercantil, 
a local daily said. 

The cost of a personal com- 
puter in Brazil, where retail prices 
are 30 to 40 percent higher than 
in the United States, may drop by 
15 percent this year. 

Computer manufacturers de- 
cided to reduce their profits in 
Brazil in spite of increasing de- 
mand due to the expansion of 
Internet usage, IDC reported. 

“Profit margins vary from 10 
to 15 percent per segment, but 
certain companies may go down 
to three percent to stay in the 
market,” Ivair Rodriguez, IDC's 
director of investigations said. 

The average price of a PC in 
Brazil is around 1,500 dollars. 

Brazil, Latin America's larg- 


est economy, has half of the 
region's Internet users and two 
thirds of its computer-related 
sales. 

U.S. Dell Computer only 
makes made-to-order computers 
in Brazil since 1999. This has al- 
lowed it to reduce its inventory 
and weekly operating costs by 
one percent. 

Those savings in efficiency 
and scale are passed on to the 
consumer, according to Dell 


Computer Brazil Sales Manager | 


Fernando Laoureiro. 

Compaq, the world's largest 
computer manufacturer, said 60 
percent of its sales in Brazil are 
basic computers.

Alburqueque, N.M. (AP) - 
Wen Ho Lee, the nuclear scien- 
tist once vilified as a suspected 
spy so dangerous he couldn't be 
granted bail, will go home a free 
man after he pleads guilty to just 
one of the 59 counts against him, 
Officials said. 

Friends and neighbors, who 
planned a welcome-home party, 
characterized the Los Alamos 
National Laboratory worker as a 
loyal citizen, and his attorneys 
said he was singled out for pros- 
ecution because he is ethnic Chi- 
nese. 

“It's an astonishing develop- 
ment and an amazing-retreat by 
the government,” said Steve 
Aftergood, who directs the 
Project on Government Secrecy 
at the Federation of American 
Scientists in Washington 

Under the plea bargain, Lee 
was to be released after a hear- 
ing Monday afternoon and be 
sentenced to the nine months he's 
already spent behind bars, gov- 
ernment officials said. 

In exchange, the 60-year-old 
Taiwan-born scientist, who has 
been jailed in solitary confine 
ment since his arrest Dec. 10. 
will divulge all he knows about 
seven computer tapes onto which 
he was accused of downloading 
sensitive information, the off! 
cials said, speaking on condition 
of anonymity. 


An investigation that started 
as an offshoot of a Chinese es 
pionage case led to accusations 
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that Lee had downloaded the 
“crown jewels” of U.S. nuclear 
weaponry, might be poised to 
hand them over to a foreign 
power and might even bé spir- 
ited away by spies in helicopters. 

The government backed 
down from nearly all those 
charges. 

“Dr. Lee and his family are 
thrilled at the prospect that he 
may be released uncondition- 
ally,” defense attorney Mark 
Holscher said Sunday, adding 
that he could not elaborate on the 
deal because it had not been filed. 

The government sources 
said a key turning point in the 2- 
month-old plea discussions was 
Lee's willingness to explain what 
happened to the computer tapes. 
Lee has said they were destroyed 
at the lab; now he will better ex- 
plain how, the officials said. 

“The location and fate of the 
tapes were always of paramount 
concern,” one official said. 

The case turned in Lee's fa 
vor last month when an FBI 
agent acknowledged he incor- 
rectly testified at a bail hearing 
last December that Lee had told 
another scientist he wanted to use 
that scientist's computer to print 
a resume when in fact Lee told 
the other scientist he wished to 


download files. The testi- 
mony had been a key to U.S. 
District Judge James Parker's 
original decision to deny bail. 


Also, several scientists disputed 
the government's “crown jewels” 


assertion, 


Parker eventually ordered 
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Lee's release on $1 million bail, 
saying the reasons for keeping 
him jailed had largely evapo- 
rated. However, a federal appeals 
court delayed the release. 
Parker issued a brief order 
Sunday announcing a plea agree- 


ment had been reached but gave 
no details. 


The government sources 
said Lee agreed to plead guilty 
to one count of unlawful gather- 
ing of national defense informa- 
tion. 

Lee also will agree to make 
himself completely available to 
federal investigators and cooper- 
ate with them over the next six 
months, the sources said. Lee 
also was expected to drop his al- 
legations that prosecutors went 
after him because he is Chinese- 
American. 

A trial on charges of down- 
loading restricted nuclear data to 
unsecured computers and tapes 
had been set for Nov. 6. He could 
have faced life in prison if con- 
victed of all 59 counts. 

Harvard law professor Alan 
Dershowitz said he believes the 
jailin without bail was imposed 
only to elicit a guilty plea. 

“This case stinks,” Dersho- 
witz said, “and the resolution 
doesn't make it smell any better. 
It only makes the contestants 
happy, but it shouldn't make the 
public happy.”

This is also part of the novel's 
message, where the barrio trick- 
ster Jesus confronts a drug-deal- 
ing law enforcement officer ready 
to blow the whistle on some mi- 
grants. "With each new so-called 
illegal alien the spirit of Barelas 
(old barrio in Albuquerque) is 
strengthened. Each one who seeks 
freedom along this ancient road 
makes us all the stronger."

Brian Bilbray facing Democratic 
Assembly Member Susan A. 
Davis. 

Rogan and Bilbray still sup- 
port Prop. 187, the 1994 ballot 
measure barring public aid to un- 
documented immigrants, which is 
said to have alienated the state's 
GOP from Latino and immigrant 
voters. 

In District 36-Los Angeles 
County moderate Republican in- 
cumbent Steven Kuykendall faces 
Democrat Jane Harman. 

Analysts note that the four 
districts have sizable numbers of 
Latino voters -- 12% in District 
27, 10% in both Districts 49 and 
36. 

Silicon Valley's District 15 
has 23,394 Latino registered vot- 


ther congressional candidate, 
however, has a guaranteed advan- 
tage among Latinos here.

Esa acción reprobable, haque- 
dado consignada en una carta que 
el comandante general Nemesio 
Salcedo, de los realistas, envía 
con orgullo tanto a Calleja como 
al virrey Venegas.

“El 19 del corriente en la tarde 
salió de esta villa el capitán 
retirado D. Ignacio Elizondo, a la

“Con tal disposición y la de 
formar en batalla la mayor parte 
de la tropa, dejó el comandante a 
su retaguardia un piquete de cin- 
cuenta hombres, y puso a la van- 
guardia otro de indiosen el número 
de treinta y nueve, compuesto de 
comanches, mezcaleros y los de 
la misma misión de Pellotes, bien 
advertidos del modo en que debían 
operar”. 

“A las nueve de la mañana se 
dio vista a la vanguardia enemiga, 
que se componía de un fraile mer- 
cenario, un teniente y cuatro sol- 
dados de las tropas de esta pro- 
vincia, que habían emigrado al 
ejército insurgente, y saludándose 
mutuamente sin recelar cosa al- 
guna, siguieron la marcha hasta 
donde se hallaba la retaguardia; y 
estando en ella se les intimó a ren- 
dición, la que obedecieron sin ré- 
plica: seguía a estos un piquete 
como de sesenta hombres, con 
quienes se practicó la misma ope- 
ración, desarmándolos y ama- 
rrándolos sin pérdida de momento:

tras de estos rodaba un coche con 
unas mujeres, escoltado por doce 
o catorce hombres, quienes ha- 
ciendo armas para ofender a nues- 
tra tropa, correspondió esta des- 
baratándolos completamente, con 
muerte de tres y prisión de los 
restantes”. 

“En este orden fueron entran- 
do hasta catorce coches con los 
generales, frailes y clérigos que 
constan en la relación número 1, 
y al llegar en el que venía Allende, 
que setitula generalísimo, Jiménez 
capitán general, Arias y el hijo de 
Allende, tenientes generales, se 
les intimó que se rindieran y no 
obedeciendo Allende, sino antes 
tratándolos de traidores, hizo 
fuego con una pistola de Elizondo, 
quien hurtando el cuerpo y que- 
dando sin lesión, mandó corres- 
pondiese su tropa, de cuyas des- 
cargas resultó muerto el hijo de 
Allende, y herido de toda gravedad 
Arias, lo que observado por Ji- 
ménez se arrojó al coche, dándose 
por preso, y suplicando parase el 
fuego, en cuya virtud se amarró a 
este y a los demás, y fueron remi- 
tidos a la retaguardia”. 

Siempre es molesto transcribir 
situaciones como esta, mucho más 
si el que escribe es uno de los ca- 
nallas. Con que gusto y ánimo 
habrá tomado la pluma para que 
los sátrapas se enteraran de la 
canallada y le recompensaran por 
ello. Era lógico que Allende como 
jefe absoluto de los patriotas, 
respondiera a sus opresores con 
valor, lamentablemente la pun- 
tería no estuvo de su lado, pues si 
hubiera ultimado al traidor princi- 
pal, otra cosa habría sucedido.

que comandaba que se rindiese, la 
contestación fue prepararse para 
aplicar las mechas a los tres ca, 
fiones que formaban la vanguar- 
dia, loque observado por Elizondo 
y algunos indios que le acompa. 
ñaban, se arrojaron precipita: 
damente sobre los artilleros, dando 
muerte Elizondo a uno de ellos, y 
los indios a otros con las lanzas; 
intimados sobremanera los res- 
tantes, se pusieron en fuga unos y 
pasaron a nuestro campo otros, 
contándose entre ellos muchos 
veteranos milicianos y paisanos...” 

“El número de prisioneros 
llega a 893, comprendidos entre 
estos muchos que se intitulan co- 
roneles, mayores, etc., todos de la 
peor especie de hombres que há 
pisado este suelo americano”.

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The Guadalupe Virgin, Hidalgo and The Independence :

In a town called Dolores, of 
the Guanajuato juridiction early 
in the morning of the 16th of Sep- 
tember, 1810, the priest of the 
region, Don Miguel Hidalgo y 
Costilla, together with a handful 
of patriots and an inflamed crowd, 
proclaimed the independence of a 
country that at the time wasn't 
called Mexico but New Spain and 
launched into an incredible ad- 
venture that would cost his life 
but eventually would give his na- 
tion its liberty. 

Don Miguel Hidalgo was one 
of those exceptional men. An out- 
standing intelligence along with 
other atributes, gave him a great 
personality. 

Since the time he was a young- 
ster studying in the seminar at Va- 
lladolid (today's Morelia), he won 
literature and oratory contests, he 
showed an outstanding ability in 
canons and was considered one of 
the prospects to win a bishopric in 
the future. 

. Among his many friends, he 
was nicknamed “El Zorro” (the 
Fox) because of his brightness 
and audacity. He was always 
happy, always sharing with the 
rich and the poor regardless of 
their position or social standing. 

After being ordained, he was 
named director of the seminar. 
“This position was a very coveted 
:óne and gave him, due to the short 
age when he reached it, an un- 
precedented distinction. It was 
‘during his period when this insti- 
tution gained a great reputation, 
incorporating courses in subjects 
that were not necessarily sacred, 
for the director thought the future 
clergymen needed to have more 
universal knowledge. 

Later on, he was promoted to 
«the parish of a town called Nuestra 


Señora de Dolores, in Guanajuato, 
including many villages anda vast 
territory. In those days, (the be- 
ginning of the XIX Century) 
people were very religious, to the 
point where the parish priest had 
much more authority than local 
government leaders. His persis- 
tent activity with peasants, cattle 
ranchers, craftsmen, and people 
in general enriched his personal- 
ity and gave him the experience 
that would be the foundation of 
his future success. 

An intelligent preacher he 
was, it din’t take him long to dis- 
cover the deep devotion most 
Mexicans showed towards an 
image on the Virgin Mary, one 
they call Guadalupe. He did some 
pilgrimages accompanying devo- 
tees to the famous Guadalupana 
Temple, located in the North of 
Mexico City, a type of “meca” 
where every Mexican must go at 
least once in a lifetime. 

He observed that the image 
acted like a magnet capable of 
attracting all the eyes, sights and 
emotions, petitions and grateful- 
ness, joys and sorrows, for every 
catholic (whose religion is pre- 
dominant) was taught since early 
childhood to honor and show de- 
votion to the Lady. The vénerated 
statue or a sacred image can be 
found in almost every home, ve- 
hicle, shop, factory and business. 

The tradition states that the 
Virgin appeared in front of a na- 
tive Indian, Juan Diego, spoke to 
him in Nahuatl --the language of 
most natives-- offered protection 
for all and aiding in their hard- 
ship. All of this happened in 1531, 
but the real roots of the tradition 
come from much before, when 
ancient civilizations loved and 
brought offerings to Quilatzli or 
Centeotl, the goddess who pro- 
vided corn, the basic food of 


Mexico. In their joyful worship, 
they called her “Tonantzin” that 
means “our béloved mother” and 
marching in crowds they visited 
her temple at the Tepeyac. 

The priest knew well that the 
superimposition of several names 
was a mere accidental phenom- 
enon and that the Guadalupe Vir- 
gin was the same Tonantzin 
dressed in a different way and 
showing the same dark skin. 

The Spanish, despite being 
the rulers for so long, weren't ca- 
pable of fully understanding the 
importance of this cult, they inter- 
preted the worshiping as a mani- 
festation of fanaticism from Indi- 
ans and halfbreeds; without 
aknowledgeing that it also had a 
great importance for their chil- 
dren, the “criollos” (Spanish de- 
scendants). For many years, they 
encouraged people to worship the 
Guadalupana, for it made com- 
munication with their conquered 
natives easier; while they had an 
emotional attachment and felt nos- 
talgic for the Virgin “del Pilar,” 
La Covadonga or even the Span- 
ish Guadalupe, a bit different from 
the Mexican. Even when an Or- 
thodox would say they are all 
same, in reality there were deep 
differences involving very impor- 
tant cultural elements. 

So, in the year 1810, when the 
situation of the nationals was ex- 
tremely hard and was influenced 
by the free tought currents and by 
the independence of the United 
States and France, they prepared a 
plan and were forced by circum- 
stances to carry it out prematurely. 
In the morning of September 16th, 
1810 the Dolores Parish pounded 
the bells repeatedly, and the devo- 
tees came to inquire about what 
the priest wanted. Hidalgo encour- 
aged them to join the fight against 
the Spanish dominion and every- 
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one who listened gave a vibrant 
answer to the call for liberty, to 
the point that in a few minutes 
they arrested all the Spanish, they 
took the money out of the govern- 
ment treasury and got organized 
in battalions in order to attack a 
very important town: San Miguel 
El Grande. 

The crowd of rebels departed 
with an uplifted spirit, shouting 
remarks against the Spanish and 
hurrahs to America and as they 
went along through the country 
and farmlands, were joined by men 
who were armed with whatever 
they could get. It was obvious 
there weren't that many firearms, 
but they were substituted by en- 
thusiasm, machetes, knives and 
spears. 

Until then, nobody had no- 
ticed that they were lacking a ban- 
ner or a flag like the one displayed 
by the Spanish troops. The Royal 
coat of arms had been until then 
the patriotic symbol, but, of which 
homeland? This one or the one at 
the other side of the Atlantic? 

Miguel Hidalgo, with all of 
his sharp and quick thinking, took 
his newly formed army to Ato- 
tonilco, a nearby town with an 
important sanctuary, entered along 
with everyone else, said a mass 
and, at its conclusion, before giv- 
ing his blessings, he took a pious 
banner that had a embroidered 
and painted figure of the sublime 
Virgin of Guadalupe. With this 
emblem in his hand, he addressed 
the crowd shouting: Viva 
America! Viva the Virgin of 
Guadalupe! The response was in- 
flicted with great strength and ev- 
eryone was proud of such beauti- 
ful flag. Displaying great ability, 
the rebel-priest inspired his fol- 
lowers a nationalistic feeling that 
had its best expression in the sa- 
cred image, a symbol that was so 
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full of authenticity, so protective 
and, I would say, so ancestral. 
With their new banner, the 
rebels advanced as an overpower- 
ing wave and from everywhere, 
similar banners were erected to 
the point that the royal soldiers -- 
asignorant as they could be-- soon 
identified Guadalupe as a 
synonimous of independence, fall- 
ing into the extreme of fire- 
squading guadalupe images, as if 
they could stop the rebelious 
movement that way. On the other 
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side, followers of the pro-emanci- 
pation movement, as a revenge, 
shot statues of the “Virgin of the 
Remedies,” who was considered 
Spanish. 

The Virgin of Guadalupe be- 
came, as we can note, a powerful 
symbol of union among the Mexi- 
cans; with the illustrious figure of 
the Father of the Nation, Don 
Miguel Hidalgo y Costilla re- 
mained linked as a symbolic im- 
age of a different Mexico. .

El Museo Técnico de Inno- 
vaciones en San José presentará 
Ja exhibición titulada “Innovación 
Hispana”, la cual abrirá al público 
el 16 de septiembre de este mes.

Esta es la primera exhibición 
que cuenta con las contribuciones 
tecnológicas de diez científicos 
hispanos presentadas en un museo 
americano. Los científicos son: 

Albert V. Baez, Ph D. Lo que 
distingue al Dr. Baez es su trabajo 
en “X-Ray optics” (la combina- 
ción de Rayos X y ópticas). El 
Dr. Baez inició sus experimentos 
En la Universidad de Stanford por 
el Dr. Paul Kirkpatrick, quien le 
sugirió que construyeran juntos 
an microscopio utilizando la óp- 
fica de Rayos X con el fin de ver 
objetos tan pequeños que no se 
podían observar en el micros- 
copio ordinario. 

* Su “X-Ray optics micros- 
€opio está siendo utilizado en la 
tonstrucción de “Freedom Space 
Station”, estación que se está fa- 
bricando en el espacio. 

Capitán Andrés Castillero. 
Fue el primer científico que des- 
cubrió mercurio en el Valle de 
Santa Clara en 1845 durante una 
visita a Alta California. El Capi- 
tán se detuvo en la Misión de San- 
ta Clara, donde notó las rocas 
rojizas en el edificio. 

. Educado en la universidad de 
Minas en México D.F, el Capitán 
sospechó que dichas rocas con- 
tenían mercurio. Para poder de- 
terminarlo, hizo polvo unas rocas 
y luego derramó el polvo sobre 
carbón hirviente, usando un vaso 
de vidrio para atrapar el humo que 
se elevaba. 

_ Confirmando su hipótesis, 
pequeñas gotas de mercurio co- 
menzaron a formarse dentro del 
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vaso. Las rocas contenían puro 
sulfito de mercurio conocido con 
el nombre de cinabar. El Capitán 
Castillero fue también el funda- 
dor de la primera mina en el Valle 
de Santa Clara. “The Santa Clara 
Mine”, localizada en el Sur de San 
José en lo que hoy se llama Nuevo 
Almadén. 

George Castro, Ph. D. Fue 
hasta que George Castro se gra- 
duó de la Universidad de Califor- 
nia en Riverside, cuando empezó 
a tomar interés en su educación. 
Fue allí donde en 1960 comenzó 
sus investigaciones en materia 
orgánica que conduce electricidad 
cuando se expone a la luz. Sus in- 
vestigaciones le llevaron a tra- 
bajar con IBM, donde realizó el 
desenvolvimiento de Photocon- 
ductor Plymer Films (películas 
usadas en las máquinas fotoco- 
piadoras de gran velocidad y en 
las máquinas que las impresoras 
usan para producir imágenes de 
alta calidad.) 

Después de 27 años, el Dr. 
Castro se retiró de IBM. Ahora es 


Dean, Asociado en el Departa- 
mento de Ciencias de San José 
State University y ayuda a sus 
estudiantes a sobresalir en sus 
clases de ciencias y matemáticas. 
“Si tienen motivación, si creen 
poder hacer algo, esfuércense 
hasta lograrlo. No dejen que nadie 
determine sus capacidades, por 
que nadie sabe cuales son, ni 
ustedes mismos, hasta que hayan 
tratado”, aconsja el Dr. Castro. 
Mario J. Molina, Ph. D. El 
Dr. Molina, profesor de Química 
Atmosférica en el Departamento 
de Ciencias Físicas, Atmósfera y 
Ciencias Planetarias del Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, 
tiene el honor de haber compar- 
tido el premio Nóbel en química, 
en 1995, por su trabajo basado en 
química atmósferica. 
En 1974, con F.S. Rowland, 
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el Dr. Molina escribió una di- 
sertación en la que explicaba el 
peligro causado por los gases de 
clorofloruro Carbón (CCF), usa- 
dos en refrigerantes, solventes, y 
spray para el cabello, a la capa de 
ozono. Su escrito hizo que el uso 
del CCF se prohibiera en todo el 
mundo. 

Adriana C. Ocampo. “Son- 
ríe, la vida en una gran aventura. 
Trasciende hasta triunfar sobre lo 
negativo. Aspira a lo mejor. Sé 
honesto a tu corazón. Sólo triun- 
fan aquellos que jamás abandonan 
sus sueños”. Estas son las pala- 
bras con las que la Señora Ocam- 
po, científica investigadora en el 
Laboratorio de Propulsión de Jets, 
anima a la multitud de estudiantes 
a quienes sirve de mentora. Desde 
1998, la Sra. Ocampo, trabaja en 
NASA como programadora eje- 
cutiva en las misiones espaciales. 
Trabajó también en el proceso de 
analizar la información (data 
analysis) en las misiones espa- 
ciales del Viking, Voyager y 
Galileo. 

Desde 1988, Ocampo ha tra- 
bajado en la investigación del im- 
pacto en el crater del Chicxulub 
en la península de Yucatán. La 
investigación es importante ya 
que dicho impacto causó la ex- 
tinción de más de la mitad de to- 
das las especies terrestres inclu- 
yendo los dinosaurios hace 65 
millones de años. 

Eilen Ochoa, Ph. D. La 
Doctora Ochoa se convirtió en la 
primera astronauta hispana en 
1991, y desde entonces, ha acu- 
mulado 719 horas en el espacio 
como “Ingeniera de vuelo” y

Londres, (AP) - Un grupo de 
investigadores confirmó una sos- 
pecha de algunos fumadores que 
nunca se había comprobado hasta 
ahora: unos pocos cigarrillos 
pueden provocar adicción. 

Los expertos han tratado du- 
rante años de determinar cuánto 
hace falta fumar para hacerse 
adicto al cigarrillo, dijo el doctor 
Richard Hurt, director de la 
Unidad de Dependencia de la 
Nicotina en la Clínica Mayo.
